PATERSON, N. J., SCENE OF RIOT 


Silk Millis Raided by Mobs, Workers 
 * Driven from Posts, Police and Man- 
agers Beaten—Volliey Fired at One 
Place — Men Formulate Demands 
After Attacking Plants and Several 
Manufacturers Are Willing to Ac- 
_ eept—Troops Not Called Out. 


‘Paterson, N. J., April 23.—[Special. ]}—The 
striking dye shop workers took violent meas- 
ures today to force the men still employed 


to quit work. They tried to intimidate em- 


ployers into accepting the new wage scale, ; 
using stones, clubs, and revolvers as argu- 
ments. Two policemen were struck down, 
one shop manager was badly beaten by the 
mob, a few strikers were injured, and all 
the glass in sight in the factories was de- 
molished. | 

The rioters engaged in a series of running 
fights with the police and plant managers, 
and in one of the severest clashes exchanged 
a volley of pistol shots with them. Judge 
Dixon called the grand jury, and charged it 
to indict the persons guilty of rioting. _ 

According to the reports of the employers 
there ‘are 3.480 men on strike. No demand 
was made on the employers before the men 


arrangement the men wanted. 
Some Mills Ready to Give Up. 


A meeting of strikers was held at 4 o’clock 


this afternoon to hear reports of the com- 
mittees sent’ to inform employers of the de- 
mand. Four firms were represented as .will- 
ing to accept the schedules They are 
Knipscher & Maas,. employing 350. men; 
Kearns Bros., employing 100; Robert Gaede, 
employing 100; and the*Paterson Dyeing 
company, employing 60. men., Other firms 
were willing to sign if all employers;would 
sign, but not otherwise. The leaders among 
the strikers declared the strike must be 
maintained until all firms granted the de- 
mands. | 
Raid on Mills Unexpected. 
‘The disordér begah early in the day and 
was unexpected. A meeting of strikers was 
held at 8 o'clock and 2,000 men gathered. 
The radicals urged a.raid upon the works 
still in operation and made rush for 
the plant of Johnson, Cowdin'& Co. The 
men at work there were called out, and the 
strikers moved on to the establishment of 
James Simpson & Co. The firm, fearing 
trouble, dismissed the men and closed its 
doors. 
Robert Gaedes’ works were visited next, 
and after that the Bamford.mill, where the 
first serious. disorder occurred, was | sur- 
rounded. The property is walled in, but the 
strikers gained the yard before the gates 
were shut. Windows were smashed, chem- 
icals spilled, and considerable damage done. 
The men at work in the plant quickly aban- 
doned their places. | 


~_While one mob was closing the Bamford 


mill another was surging into the plant of 
the American Sifk Dyeing and Finishing 
company. Armed with dye-sticks and 
stones, they charged through the plant. 
Griving the men from their places. George 
Arnold, one of the members of the firm, 
was dropped insensible with a blow on the 
head from a dye-stick, 


Fierce Fight at One Mill. — 

Simultaneously, an attack was begun on 
the works of Emil Geering, and it was in 
the fight for possession of it that the shoot- 
ing occurred. Two policemen were guarding 
the property, and when the mob came rush- 
ing down on them they warned those in the 
van to keep away. Some one in the crowd 
discharged a revolver, and the police quickly 
returned the fire. Half a dozen shots were 


‘fined, and one striker was shot in the leg. . 


The mob stoned the two policemen, and, 
when one policeman arrested one of the 
leaders, closed in around him. The police- 
men swung their’clubs and beat their way 
out of the crowd. A striker engaged Mr. 
Geering, but was beaten off. One of the pa- 
trolmen finally secured a rifle, and when he 
came out and faced the crowd with it there 
was a general scattering. 

From Geering’s the strikers hurried away 
toward the property of Knipscher and Maas, 
but that raid was checked by a squad of po- 
lice.

Jews Shout Words of Sympathy to Girl 
/ ‘in a Cell, but Religion Prevents Auy 
Practical Aid. 


While throngs of excited Jews crowded the 
widewalks about the Maxwell Street Sta- 
tron yesterday afternoon and evening, and 
shouted words of sympathy to Ida Kafkan, 
“ho was locked in a cell near the windows, 
:éliglous scruples forbade their extending, 
any practical aid to the young woman. 

Of the hundreds who crowded about the 
place all were of the orthodox faith, and 
forbidden by their religion to enter Into any 
legal transaction on the first day of the 
Passover feast. The arrest of the young 
woman and her sweetheart, David Stevi- 
tezki, had ‘blighted a Ghetto romance and 
excited the sympathy of hundreds of the 
residents. | 

Miss Kafkan came to Chicago from Russia 
six weeks ago.. On the steamship she met 
Stevitezki, and they became engaged. On 
her arrival in Chicago Ida procured a posi- 
tion as servant in the family of Abraham 
‘Cohen, 195 Maxwell-street, but her sweet- 
heart was not so fortunate. A week ago 
the girl left the residence of her employer, 
taking $225 of his money. She bought two 
steamship tickets, one for herself and one 
for her sweetheart, and they were prepar- 
‘ing to go back to Russia when arrested. ' 

The little romance was quickly circulated 
throughout the district, and during the day 
the sidewalks in front of the station soon 
became impassable. The crowd remained 
about the station until midnight, two police- 
men being detailed to preserve order among 


them.

HARMLESS APPEARING WEAPON

Evidence that the alleged jury bribing in 
the Union Traction company’s Austin 
transfer case before Justice - Woods 
was the work of an organized ring 
was the chief result of State's - At- 
torney Deneen’s further inquiry yesterday 
into the seandal which has caught “ Bill ”’ 
Gallagher, Constable Walter C. Jones, Her- 
bert Rothery, and John O'Donnell. 

W. W. Gurley, general counsel for the 
company, disclaims all knowledge of any at- 
tempt at bribery. In Cleveland last night he 
said: 


‘‘I know nothing about the attempt at jury 


bribing except what I read in this morning's 


‘paper. I cannot understand it at all; in 
fact, I was never more surprised in my life. 
I was in New York when the cases in ques- 
tion were tried, but I can say that ifanything 
of the sort was attempted it was without 
any authority whatever.”’ : 

The confession of Homer Michaels, fore- 
man of the jury which decided the first case 
in the company’s favor, was added during 
the day to the evidence against Gallagher 
and his aids. Michaels spent the day and 
last night in the custody of a detective. 


New facts Involve Attorneys. 


The new facts learned entangled certain 
prominent attorneys more deeply. The 
names of several business-men were dragged 
in, too, but the information does not warrant 
the idea, so the investigators assert, of any 
possible indictment against these particular 
persons. 

The name of an ex-police official, friend 
of a number of leading politicians, was 
brought into a féw questions during the 
sweat box” examinations of Michaels, 
Jones, and others. That this man was mere- 
ly a close friend of Gallagher and his clique 
is all that has thus far been established. 

Detectives left for Springfield last night. 
It was reported that “Ham ”’ T. Lawrence, 
a member of the first jury, for whom a war- 
rant was issued at midnight on Monday, 
was there. Other detectives searched the 
down-town district, where he was seen at 8 
o’clock on Tuesday evening.

American General Speaks Before St. 
George’s Society,of New York and 
Defends “Water Cure’ as Necessary. 


New York, April 23.—The St. George’s so-— 


clety of New York held its 116th dinner to- 
night at Delmonico’s. English features were 
introduced in the parading of the royal 
barons of beef around the room to the tune 
of “‘ The Roast Beef of Old Engiland,’’ the 
eating of the plum pudding with appropriate 
honors, and toasting of the King. Sir Percy 
Sanderson, the British Consul General, was 
toastmaster. His supporters, right and teft 
respectively, were the Duke of Newcastle 
and Major General Brooke. 

The toasts included ‘‘ The King,” ‘‘ The 
President,’ ‘‘ The Land We Live In,” “* The 
Army and Navy,’’ and The Colonies.’’ 

Major General Brooke responded to the 
toast of “‘ The Army and Navy.” Hesaid, in 


part: 

‘*Our English friends know what the war 
in south Africa means. It’s time that the 
American people knew what the war in the 
Philippines means. I don't wish to draw 
comparisons between the two peoples we are 
fighting, the effect of the victory will be the 
same—the progress of civilization and the 
enlightenment of the nations and the glory 
of the flag. In south Africa Kitchener has 
been left to sweep up those dreadful people 
-who are spread out over the country‘4n small 
detachments over large territory. In the 
Philippines Chaffee has something of the 
same difficult task. | 

‘“*I do not want you to understand that I 
am a bloody-minded man and desire war. 
As a great Captain said, ‘ waris hell.’ We 
hear of these things in the Philippines under 
strange names, such as the’ water cure,’ and 
they call it brutal. What is war if not 
brutal? When we hear of these sensational 
stories we forget the fact that the people 
from whom it is necessary to get informa- 
tion as to where arms are hidden have prob- 
ably come to usin the light of amigos, when 
but a few hours before they have been shoot- 
ing at us in all probability. 

** Let us all hope, let us all pray, that peace 
will soon come in south Africa and in the 
Philippines, May God grant that under 


these flags may dawn a lasting peace is the 


wish that every martial heart feels.’’ 


WOMAN WHO FIGURED IN NOVEL 
SENSATION MARRIED AGAIN. 


Bessie Hewes Hetherington, Whose 
Husband Killed Man on Her Account, 
Wedded to J. W. McConnaughay. 


New York, April 23.—[Special.]—Bessie 
Hewes Hetherington, the divorced wife of 
lieutenant Commander G. W. Hetherington. 
who, when on service on the United States 
man of war Marion, shot and killed Gower 
Robinson, an English dandy in Yokohama 
in February, 1892, was married at the Mur 
ray Hill Hotel last Friday to John W. Mc- 
Connaughay of Seattle. 

Two sisters of the bride and the clerk, T. 
Cc. O’Brien, were witnesses. 

Tonight it is reported that the couple had 
also been married at Dayton, O. 

McConnaughay is the Treasurer of King 
County, Wash. 

Hetherington shot Robinson on Feb. 12, 
1892, for payjng attentions to Mrs. Heth- 
erington. The shooting and Hetherington’'s 
trial caused a sensation in naval! circles. 

Gower Robinson was a prominent English 
business-man of Yokohama and was widely 
known as a man about town and a dandy. 
After repeated warnings by Hetherington 
and promises by Robinson to cease his at- 
tentions to the Lieutenant’s wife, Hether- 
ington shot and killed Robinson. 

Hetherington was charged with willful 
murder at the inquest, but was acquitted by 
unanimous verdict of the consularcourt. He 
had the sympathy of all his fellow-officers 
in the navy. | 

Mrs. Hetherington got a divorce in Wil- 
mington, Del., in February last, alleging that 
her husband had deserted her. He did not 


defend the suit.

Landsthing Will Not Ratify 
Sale Until Plebiscite 
Taken.

DEBATE IS AN. ANGRY ONE. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

COPENHAGEN, April 23.—The Lands- 
thing,by a vote of 34 to 20, adopted the major- 
ity report on the treaty providing for the sale 
of the Danish West Indies to the United 
States. The treaty now goes to the Folke- 
thing for a conference, as the latter body 
had already ratified the treaty uncondition- 
ally. 

The majority report defers the ratification. 
of the treaty until a vote cam be taken by 
the qualified electors on property suffrage 


in the tslands. 


Islanders Favor the Sale. 

During the debate the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs read a telegram from 400 planters 
and merchants of the Danish West India 
Islands urging the immediate ratification of 
the treaty, setting forth that the condition 
of the islands was. critical, and asserting 
that the sentiment among the inhabitants 
was strongly in favor:-of the islands’ sale, 


Lie Is Passed Twice. 


The session of the Landsthing was one of 
the most sensational on record. The lie was 
passed twice and charges and counter 
charges were hurled back and_forth, while 
the opponents of the sale of the islands went 
so far as to impugn the accuracy of the 
United States department official records. 

The President of the House twice called a 
former Minister of Justice to order and he 
also left the chair and spoke impassionately 
against the ratification of the treaty. + 

M. Jenson, one of the opposition leaders, 
quoted a private conversation which he had 
with the Foreign Minister, Dr, Deuntzer, 
declaring that the latter expressed himself 
as being personally opposed tothe sale. This 
the Minister heatedly denied. It was‘at thig 
stage of the proceedings that the lle was 


passed. | 
Did Not Offer to Sell. 


Former Premier Estrup, during the course 
of the debate, denied the Foreign Minister’s 
assertion that M. Estrup, who is the leader 
of the opposition, offered to sell the islands 
to the United States in 1802, when he (Estrup) 
was Premier. — 

The Foreign Minister then quoted the 
Foreign Relations committee of the United 
States Senate on the subject, and M. Batrup 
excitedly reiterated his denial, declaring

that the State department’s publication was — 


wrong and that the American Minister, who 
was in Copenhagen at that time, must have 
conveyed a false impression to Washington. 
M. Estrup admitted there had been some talk 
of a sale, but.declares he had neyer made 
overtures to the United States. 43 


COST PREVENTS CAPT. CLARK - 
FROM GOING TO CORONATION. 


Naval Commander Does Not Feel Equal 
to Paying Heavy Extra Expenses In- 
cident to His Visit to London. | 


Washington, D, C., April 23.—[S8pecial.}— 
Captain Clark, the commander of the Ore- 
gon in the Santiago fight, will not accept 
the position of special envoy to the corena- 
tion of King Edward, because he cannot af- 
ford it, His successor will be Rear Admiral 
Watson. ™ 

When Captain Clark was asked to ge to 
London as a member of the special. Ameri- 
can Embassy to the coronation he had some 
hesitation on account of the private expense 
attached. It was arranged then that an 
allotment should be made out of the con- 
tingent fund to cover the cost of his trip 


abroad. Later the British government noti- . 


tied the State department that it would pay 
the expenses for coronation week of the 
American envoys.. This offer did not include 
the members of the families of the American 
delegates. 

‘There was no authority for the payment of 
the expefises of the wives of the envoys, so 
that unless they possessed considerable pri- 
vate means or were willing to go into debt, 
the married members of the American dele- 
gation could not take their wives, 

Some naval officers expressed the opinion 
that this matter was one that should not be 
discussed publiciy, and others were giad that 
the occasion had arisen to show how indif- 
ferent this government is to providing means 


for the adequate participation of its official _ 


representatives in pubile ceremonies abroad. 
Other governments, they say, provided en- 
tertainment funds for their envoys, and, . 


while the United States had occasionally | 


done so, the amounts allotted were entirely 
too small. Whitelaw Reid's participation in 
the diamond jubilee of Queen Victoria cost 
him personally $20,000. The secretaries of 
the embassy, J. Pierpont Morgan Jr. and 
William Wetmore, were willing also to make 
a private contribution to the additional per- 


sonal expense to which Captain Clark would 


be put, but he declined to accept It. 
Admiral Watson is a Kentuckian, who 
served in the navy in the civil war. In the 
war with Spain he was in command of the 
naval division blockading Havana after Ad- 
miral Sampson went to Santiago; and later 
was in command of the Eastern squadron. —

Man. Weather prediction which 

he thinks will be'‘absolutely 
inerrant. The Greek Meton first hinted at 


this method. Hipparchus illustrated it. Co- 
Pernicus developed it. Clements perfected it. 
The fundamental notion it involves is this: 
Weather is a function of the phases of the 
moon and follows the relations existing be- 
tween the moon, the sun, and the earth. A 
similar set of relations, therefore, means 
similar weather. In order to determine these 
relations one has to consider the cycle of the 
moon's nodes, the recurrence of the moon’s 
apses, the shifting of the polar icecaps which 
causes the earth to hitch up the equator here 
@nd there as a seaman hitches up his belt, 
and the procession of the equinoxes, which 
is.@ dilatory performance, frequently con- 
suming over 25,000 years. One gets the com- 
mon denominator of all these movements 
and tendencies and so secures a weather 
éycle which repeats itself world without end. 
The weather we have today, for instance, is 
@n exact reproduction. of the weather we 
had when the sun, moon, and earth occupled 
thé same relative positions last time. If 
this last time had only happened after—in- 
stead of before—the appearance of the. 
human species, records might have been 
kept, and in case they had been preserved 
one could use them as an infallible guide in 
prediction. As it is, one has to fall back on 
a rough calculation regarding the changes 
that have taken place in-the relations of the 
heavenly bodies in recent times. This rough- 
mess of calculation may result in a roughness 
of prediction. _Mr. Clementsis amused, how- 
ever, and the rest of the world is at least en- 


tertained. 


In an interesting address — 
before the Social Sciericeas- American 
‘sociation President Oscar 8S. Diplomatic 
Straus made some keen ob- Successes. 
gervations about American 
diplomacy and the American diplomatic sys- 
tem, explaining clearly how, though the sye- 
tem is abominable, this country has never- 
theless been in the main successful in its 
dealings with foreign powers. The first 
period of our success was before the spoils 
‘system of diplomatic and consular appoint- 
ment, when men were sent abroad solely be- 
cause they were. able. Jackson, however, 
changed the standard of fitness, and since 


chosen for reasons of local politics. The 
seGond cause for our diplomatic successes 
has been. that important dealings are usually 
conducted at Washington by the Secretary 
of State in person. This_is.due in_part.to. 
the circumstance that the: Senate must rat~ 
ify all treaties, and itis therefore expedient 
for the Secretary of State to confer with the 
Senators during the pendency of negotiations 
in order that he may later obtain favorable 
action. Mr. Straus‘ third reason why Amer- 
ica has diplomatic successes to her credit 
in spite of her system is, as he says, a Hi- 
bernicism—because they ‘are mot diplomatic 
successes at all, being achieved by the navy. 
The spoils system has been kept out of the 
navy, and its higher officers are men of tact 
and experience. In dealing with foreigners 
of tender susceptibilities they make no mis- 
takes, and with the supple weapon of court- 
esy they win positions which the average 
American civilian who scorns such an in- 
strument, especially when dealing with for- 
eigners, never can reach. | 


FUNSTON AND HOAR. 

The President’s verdict in the case of 
Brigadier General Funston manifestly .is 
“not guilty, but do not do it again.” The 
description of Senator Hoar as the posses- 
sor of an “overheated conscience” was 
altogether too felicitous to go unrebuked. 
It hit the nail squarely on the head and } 
drove it home. 

Senator Hoar undoubtedly is a “ Grand | 
Old Man,” but he has of. late years been 
approaching dangerously near the line 
which separates the “Grand Old Man” 
from the “Grand Old Nuisance.” Sena- 
tor Hoar is unquestionably one of the wit- 
tiest and wisest men of his time, but ne 
has during recent years become extremely 
self-opinionated and self-complacent, im- 
patient of adverse argument or difference 
of opinion. Sometimes the Senator forcibly 
reminds one of Mr. Gladstone in his later 
years, when it was said his Cabinet con- 
ferences were prolonged monologues. He 
was testy and irritable to a a degree 


: 


that he could not endurg the slightest in- | 
timation of dissent from his opibions, to say 
nothing of actual opposition. It- is not | 
unusual in great public men when they ap- 
proach the period of old age to be- 
come difficult to manage. They are so 
intolerant of free discussion and debate 
that in the council chamber they must speak 
ex Aathedra or not at’all. 

It is well enough to do honor to Sena- 
tor Hoar, for he deserves it, but he nas 
not yet put the whole) United States in 
leading strings. We hope the time is-still 
remote when he will put a ring in the nose 
of the government. The majority in the 
Senate has submitted to a good deal of 
scolding from Senator Hoar because they 
have recognized the elevation of his charac- 
‘ter, the purity of his motives, and his sin- 
cere patriotism, but it is a little trying at 
times to keep péace' with him and to as- 
sume that no price ts too high to pay for 
his kind patronage. 

General Funston has been rebuked, but | 
the rebuke will not trouble him much. 
He has probably fulfilled his mission. He 
has said his say. His winged words, 
freighted with their apt characterization, 
have gone forth and cannot be recalled or 
erased. |

BRITISH MILLERS AND AMERICAN FLOUR 
The great flour trade the millers of the 
United States have built up in Great 
Britain has been dealt:a severe blow by the 
new British import duty on flour of 5 pence | 
per hundred pounds, which exceeds by 2. 
shillings the duty on wheat. After making 
allowance for the refuse included within 
the wheat, the new taxes mean a discrimina- 
tion, the milling trade has figured, of from 
4 to 7 cents per barrél against export flour 
in favor of export wheat. The average 
milling profits on export flour during the 
last few years have been about 3 cents 
per barrel, which is not caliat to the amount 
of the British war tax discrimination 
against flour. Unless, therefore, the millers 
of the United States can introduce new 
economies| into their mills, where the cost 
of grinding is already low, or unless they 
can make a substantial saying in freigtits 
to the seaboard, they appéar to have the 
alternative before them of either losing 
their enormous export trade or of conducting 
it at a loss. 
“For many months the milling trade has 
been using “ moral suasion ” with the rail- 
roads to obtain the same relative rates on 
flour for export that are given on wheat 
for export. This would remove a handi- 
cap against flour in fayor of wheat of 21% 
‘cents per 100 pounds on hauls to the sea- 
board. At a meeting of Western traftic 
managers in Chicago on March 13 it was 
decided to accede to this request of, the 
millers. Unfortunately for the millers, the 
friendly action of the Western managers 
failed to be ratified at the meeting on March 
28 of the Trunk Line Traffic association 
in Buffalo. Hente the discriminating rates 
against flour are still in effect and will prob- 
ably continue to be until the trunk lines 
managers can be convinced by the argu- 
ments of the millers that-cars can be loaded. 
to full capacity with flour as well as with 
wheat, and that, therefore, flour, costing no 
more than wheat to haul, should get the 
same rate. | . 
Though the new British import taxes are 
ostensibly levied for the sole Lod only pur- 
pose of raising money for the war in south 
Africa, yet it is evident enough from the 
discrimination against flour in favor of 
wheat that it is intended the British miller 
shall incidentally receive protection against 
the American miller. The margin of profit 
on flour exports being so narrow, the British 
taxes promise to give -an almost absolute 
protection to the British miller in his home 
market. 
The British miller is techn favored with 


this big measure of protection from his own 
government but he also gets, it is asserted; 
an indirect protection from the American 
government, which, by its import duties on 
Canadian wheat, prevents the crop of Mani- 
toba and the provincesto the west and north, 
from being ground in American mills and 
hauled over American railroads before 
reaching the Liverpool market. 
Until recently the wheat crop of the 
Canadian Northwest played little part in 
the markets of the world. Last year, how- 
ever, the crop~ was around 60,000,000 
bushels. Owing to the great influx of set- 
tlers recently it is estimated by some in 
the grain trade that the crop this year will 
reach 100,000,000 bushels. The bulk of 
the crop moves from the farmer to the ex- 
} porter during the three months following 
the harvest. There are no facilities in the 
Canadian Northwest, such as the big ter- 
minal elevators at Minneapolis, Duluth, and 
Chicago, in which to store the wheat, nor 
exchanges in which to sell it, hence the 
Canadian wheat kept out of the United 
States by the American tariff is pushed 
forward and.literally thrown on the Liver- 
pool market. | |

The American duty on foreign wheat was 
imposed for the protection of the American 
wheat grower. It is a queStion whether 
instead of being protected by the duty he 
is not directly injured as the result of the 
forced sales of the Canadian wheat at the 
Liverpool international bargain counter. 
The only men clearjy protected by the duty 
are the British millers who grind the Cana- 
dian wheat that would otherwise be ground 
in the United States and the Canadian rail- 
roads which have recently been making ex- 
traordinary profits hauling to the seaboard 
the wheat that American railroads ought 
to haul in the form of either wheat or flour. 

There are enough mills in the United 
States to grind not only the maximum crop 
of 700,000,000 bushels: that. this .country 
400,000,000 
Owing to the protection 
to the British millers the mills of this coun- 
try, instead of grinding the Canadian as 
well as the American wheat crop, will prob- 
ably hereafter be able to grind only that 
part of the American crop not intended for 
export. The arrivals of American flour and 
grain at primary points were last, week 
the lowest they had been in seven years. 
The same week the American railroads 
were doing this poor business the railroads 
of Canada were making statements showing 
phenomenal traffic and earnings. 


A NEW “AMERICA” NEEDED. 

The Rhode Island Society of the Cincin- 
nati has become dissatisfied with the na- 
tional anthem “ America” because the 
music to which it is sung is not American 
and not even original, and, worse than that, 
because it is the music to the British nation- 
al hymn, “ God Save the King,” the words 
and tune of which are said to have been 
written in the eighteenth century by Henry 
Carey. 

The Rhode Island patriots are right in 
their contention.

It may not be as 
stately as the Austrian hymn nor as fiery 
as the “ Marseillaise,” but if it is something 
American, and something the people can 
sing, it will be all right.

NHAT M. LE ROUX THINKS. 

The American woman, having sat for her 
portrait lately to Max O’Rell, Frenchman, 
Sir Philip Burne-Jones, Englishman, and 
Professor Hugo Miinsterberg, German, 
might think that she had been drawn, de- 
scribed, and discussed as much as was nec- 
essary for the time being. It appears, how- 
ever, that she was mistaken. M. Hugues 
le Roux, journalist and novelist, had not 
wet tried-his hand. One of M. le Roux’s 
works is called ‘“* Chez les Filles.”’ It is evi- 
dent, therefore, that the American woman 
is not the first woman with whom he has. 
become acquainted. One might even say 
that he, like Max O’Rell, has thought that 
the proper study of mankind is woman. It 
would not be fair, however, to make out 
that M. le Roux is a squire of dames and 
nothing more. He is a great deal more, as 
any one who has-read any of his descrip- 
tions of Parisian life well knows. It is 
necessary to treat M. le Roux’s opinions 
with respect. It is also necessary, how- 
ever, to correct them when they need cor- 
recting. 

“In the United States,” said M. le Roux, 
“most men work when) they are 16 or a 
trifle older. while most women can spend the 
time until they are 25 in seeking education 
and culture.”” To this fact, he thought, was 
to be attributed the superiority of the Amer- 
ican woman to the American man in point 
of pure intellect. hese statements illus- 
trate once more the danger that lurks in 
the word “most.” It is true that some 
American women spend the time till they 
are 25 in seeking education and culture. It | 
is not true that most of them do. For most | 
of them such a period of self-development 
is impossible. If they do not get married 
they are obliged to go to work. The army 
of women clerks, stenographers, and factory 
operators in Chicago is a sufficient proof of 
that fact. If one takes the people asa 
whole, there are not many women whose 
financial circumstances allow them to spend 
many years in tagging after culture. 

What M. le Roux should have said, and 
what, perhaps, he meant to say, was that 
among the well-to-do and the wealthy the 
boy usually begins real life before the girl, 
and, after he has become immersed in his 
business or profession, does not have time 
or inclination for travel clubs, historical so- 
cieties, or Ruskin circles. When he gets 
through his day’s work he takes much more 
kindly to whist or billiards. In this way his 
soul-development is sadly hampered, but he | 
goes back to his office refreshed. And, even 
at that, M. le Roux will notice that, despite 
the ‘predominance of the feminine element | 
at lectures, concerts, and art exhibits, the 
greatest names in American literature, 
music, and painting are not yet those of 
women. The fact is that the leisure which 
American men have made possible for a 
certain class of American women is used 
by those women largely for what one of 
them has called “the propagation of the 
culture elements.”

ORD RODNEY, who was divorced the 
other day from his wife, a daughter 
of Lord and Lady Wimborne, charges 
of the grossest kind of cruelty and 
brutality having been proved against 

him, has long been‘in the black books of 
royalty, and as Lord Lady Wimborne 
are much liked at court it is doubtful wheth- 
er Lord Rodney will be seen there any more 
during the present reign. For he already 
achieved an unenviable distinction in the 
eyes of the reigning house some years ago 
by his vigorous protest against the grant 
ef the Colonélcy of the First Life Guards te 
Prince Henry of Battenberg. 

The latfer had held a commission in the 
Garde du Corps at Berlin, which is the Prus- 
sian counterpart of the English Life Guards, 
and Queen Victoria was anxiéus that her 
favorite son-in-law should hold the com- 
mands of the regiment that was more partic- 
ularly intrusted with her protection. 

While the authorities were perfectly will- 
ing to comply with the Queen’s wishes in 
the matter, some of the officers of the 


corps, led by Lord Rodney, were so vigorous 


in their denunciation of the project and in 
their opposition to the Prince being intrust- 
ed with the command of the regiment, or 
even with any commission in its ranks, that 


Prince Henry himself, realizing that he was 
unwelcome, begged his mother-in-law to | 


abandon’ her intention and to let him have 
an unattached Colonelcy instead—that is to 
say, a Coloneicy of no particular regiment. 
The death of Henry XXII., reigning Prince 
of Reuss of the Greiz line, has the effect of 
adding to the number of those European sov- 


ereigns who are barred from the exercise of 
their monarchical duties by mental afflic- 


tion. Not only is his sole son and heir com- 
-pletely crazy but he is, moréover, complete- 
ly blind, as well as deaf and dumb. 

. This precludes him from exercising his 


sovereign rights, though not from the suc- 


cession to the throne, and entails the neces- 
sity of a regency. 


This question of regency is likely to give |. 


rise to considerable complications of a nature 
analogous to those which already have 
arisen in connection with the principality of 
Lippe, where the reigning Prince is likewise 
debarred from fulfilling his duties as a sov- 
ereign by incurable lunacy. 

Under ordinary circumstances the regency 
of Reuss should have fallen to the lot of the 
head of the junior branch of the House of 
Reuss—namely: to the sovereign of Reuss- 
Gera, who is next in the line of succession, 
and under whose rule the two principalities 
of Reuss-Greiz and Reuss-Gera will eventu- 
ally become united into one state. But the 
Prince, whose death has just taken place, 
possessed the constitutional power of nom- 
inating by will or by decree a regent. in the 
event of his son's mental incapacity, and 
as he Was at daggers drawn with his rela- 
tives-of Reuss-Gera it is considered quite 
possible that he may have, out of pure spite, 
appointed some other Prince more in sym- 
pathy with his views to act as regent. 

The matter is a serious one. For lunatic 
sovereigns are proverbially long-lived. Il- 
lustrations of this peculiarity are afforded by 
the reigning Prince of Lippe, who is 75 years 
old, and who, according to his physician, is 
likely to live for ten or fifteen years longer; 
Otto, the crazy King of Bavaria, is near 60 
years of age, and, while incurably insane, as 
he has been for the last twenty years, is in 
better physical condition than he has been 
for a long time past, and likely to Hve an- 
other quarter of a century. 

The Prince of Reuss, who has just died, was 
distinguished above everything else by his 
intense hostility to everything Prussian, and 
by his pronounced enmity to the reigning 
house of Hohenzollern. Indeed, he lost no 
opportunity of making himself obnoxious to 
the latter, declining to permit the erection 
of any memorial to old Emperor William in 
his dominions, refusing to tolerate any dem- 
onstrations of mourning, either official or 
private, when the deaths of the last two 
German Emperors occurred, and forbidding 
any celebration of the anntyersaries of the 
German victories of the warof 1870. ° 

There were times when the question was 
seriously. mooted at Berlin of deposing him. 
But he was immensely popular with the peo- 
ple of his tiny principality, in spite of his 
numerous eccentricities, which included his 
claiming the queer prarogative of personally 
administering castigdtion at the palace in all 
cases where corpoml punishment had been 
ordered either by ‘the magistrates or by the 
school authorities. Indeéd, his relaitions with 
his subjects were of an altogether partri- 

rchal character. 

It is doubtful, however, whether the con- 
federation known as the German Empire 
would permit any -other Prince to exercise 
sovereign powers in Reuss-Greiz, either as 
ruler or as regent, who was not thoroughly 
in harmony with the imperial policy of the 
allied states, andeespecially with the Presi- 
dent of the confederation—namely: the 
Kaiser. So that, if the late Prince is found 
to have made a will bequeathing the regency 
to some Prince obnoxious to the confedera- 
tion, it will doubtless be set aside by the 
Kaiser, and if the people of Reuss-Greiz ob- 
ject to his intervention he will take military 
possession of the principality in the name of 
the entire empire, fmstituting the eldest son 
of the Prince of Reuss-Gera as regent. | 

The Prince of Reuss-Gera himself has sur- 
rendered his sovereign powers to his son, 
Prince Henry XXVII., as regent, jand lives 
with his morganatic wife, an actress, now 
created Baroness von Saalburg, quietly and 
happily at Thallwitz. | 
-The Regent of Reuss-Gera, who: will now 
probably become at the same time Regent of 
Reuss-Greiz, is an intimate friend of the 
Kaiser, is married to Princess Elise Hohen- 
lohe, a favorite cousin of the Empress, and 


Kaiser prior to the latter's accession in the 
regiment of the Hussars of the Guard. Un- 
der his rule Reuss-Greiz will be brought into 
just-as much harmony with the German con- 
federation as Reuss-Gera. 


THE MALARIA PARASITE. w 
{From the London Telegraph. } 
_In a paper read before the Royal Society 
and published in the British Medical Journal, 
Professor Ray Lankester suggests a set of 
scientific names for the malaria parasite. 
That a complete set is necessary is proved 
by the fact that the creature is, so to speak, 
eight different animals in succession before 
a generation arises which, like its ancestor, 
is* able to inféct humanity with malaria.. 
Here is a free rendering of the genealogy. 
First, there are little needle-shaped organ- 
isms, which pass into the human system 
through the proboscis of a mosquito. Each 
of these needles makes for a red corpuscle 
and gets inside. Then it passes into its sec- 
ond phase and becomes more or lessia shape- 
less mass, which grows within its red cor- 
puscle until the dwelling is destroyed and 
the inhabitant breaks up into a crowd of 
spores, and so changes into “‘ number three.”’ 
These spores enter fresh red corpuscles, 
changing as the others did, on taking up res- 
idence, and breaking up like them after a 
period of growth. This is repeated for sev- 
eral generations, until the oecupant of the 
red corpuscle from some unknown cause de- 
velops on a new line and assumes a’cres- 
cem shape. In this fourth phase it floats— 
male and female for the first time—through 
the blood, to be swallowed by the malarial 
mosquito that preys on man. | 
Having duly passed into the insect, the 
sexes become spherical asa fifth stage, but 
their children, in the sixth transformation, 
are pear-shaped and grow larger than any 
of their ancestors or descendants, This 


the mosquito’s stomach and changes into 
No. 7, a steadily growing ball, which even- 
tually increases to twenty times its original 
diameter. This ball becomes more and more 
complex. Within it appears a colony of cells 
packed closely together—the eighth meéta- 
morphosis—and in time these pour forth a 
crop of the needle-like organisms with which 
we started. They find their way into the 
blood of the mosquito, thence into the fluid 
which the insect apparently pours into the 
wound it makes in its human victim, and so 
start once more on their marvelous round, 
To the unscientific mind the one gleam of 
satisfaction in the story is that the mosquito 
must suffer as much as the man during the 
career of the parasite. :

MURDER STIRS A CRUSADE 


WHEELER TO “CLEAN OUT” THE 
NORTHWEST SID 


Killing of Peter Fafinski and the 
Wounding of His Son by Robbers 
Arouses Citizens and the Inspector 
of Police Promises to Close Low 
Class -of Saloons and Dance Halls 
Which Harbor Criminals—Tragedy 
in the Early Morning. 


Aroused by the tragedy in which Peter Fa- 
finski was killed in his grocery store at 46 
Bradley street, and his son Julius. perhaps 
mortally wounded in an encounter with two 
robbers early yesterday morning, Police In- 
spector John Wheeler has started a crusade 
to rid the Northwest Side of its low class 
saloons and dance halls. 

In the crusade Inspector Wheeler will re- 
ceive the cotperation of the business-men 
and members of the clergy of the crime- 
infested district. A general mass-meeting 
has been called for tonight at Schultz Hall, 
Blackhawk and Noble streets, and at this 
meeting the most advisable means of getting 
rid of the “dives” will be considered. 

Politics, it is declared, has kept alive many 
of the worst resorts in the district. | 


- Murder in the Early Morning. 

The crime which has caused the citizens 
and police to take such a decided stand was 
committed about 5 o’clock in the morning. 

Fafinski and his son were opening their 
store in preparation for the day’s business 
when two armed men entered and pointing 
révolvers at the merchant and his son de- 
manded their money. 

Fafinski grappled the nearest robber, and 
in the struggle which followed was shot 
through the heart, dying instantly. Theson 
ran to his father’s rescue, and was shot.in 
the breast and right side. Despite his 
wounds the youth, accompanied by his moth- 
er, ran after the robbers as they fied. Final- | 
ly he fainted from loss of blood, and was 
taken to the St. Mary’s Hospital, where it 
is said he has little chance for recovery. ~- 

A number of persons who were going to 
work quickly started in pursuit, but the rob- 
bers, one of whom had been slightly wound- 
éd in the struggle, managed to escape. 

An hour later the wounded robber, Thomas 
Glynn, gave himself up at the West Chicago 
Avenue Police Station, and his confederate, 
Horace Locke, alias Smith, was arrested at 
noon by Inspector Wheeler, who found the 
fellow in the Hudson House, Van Buren and 
Clark streets. 

Both men made complete confessions, ad- 
mitting that they had participated in other 
robberies, mostly on the South Side. e 
prisoners are products of South Clark street. 

Feeling was so bitter in the neighborhood 
of the murder that Inspector Wheeler kept 
an extra guard in the station all afternoon 
and evening. .There was talk of lynching, 
but no demonstration of violence. 


Tell of: Other Crimes. 

The confessions of the two prisoners dé- 
clare that they first met in the Salvation 
Army headquarters in Clark street on the 
night of April5. Glynn suggested that they 
hold up somebody, so they boarded a car and 
went to Fortieth street, where they robbed 
a butcher of the contents of his cash drawer. 

Three nights later the two attempted to 
hold up a restaurant in Wabash avenue, but 
ran away when the cook fired on them. 

In describing the crime of yesterday morn- 
ing, Locke says: : 

‘“‘ We met in the Globe saloon, Harrison and 
Clark streets, where we remained several 
hours. At 4 o’clock in the morning we left 
there and took a car for the Northwest Side 
and tried the grocery store at 46 Bradley 
street. Here we engaged in a struggle with 
the proprietor and his son, and Glynn shot 
the old man. I fired several shots. one of 
which struck Glynn-in the left arm.’’. 

Locke says that his father lives in Raw- 
jetts, Ky., in which place he also resided till 
eighteen months ago. 

Glynn could not. be induced to say where 
his relatives lived. He said that his dis- 
grace would kill his mother.

It also avers that the Board of Equaliza- 
tion is not prohibited from acting, because 
the actual cash value has not been used as 
a basis for assessments; but the court says 
the board must take the percentage of the 
actual cash value used as a basis by the 
Assessor, and see to it that the property 
falling below that figure is brought up to it. 

A rule is also laid down for determining the 
value of intangible property of the corpora- 
tion, by taking the capital stock of a cor- 
poration that has a market value and judg- 
ing that value as basis to ascertain the value 
of the intangible property. 

But when the capital stock has no market 
value it cannot be used as a basis in ascer- 
taining the value of the assessable property 


case its assessable value after deducting the 
tangible property of the corporation is the 
same as the value of its franchises. 


WILLING TO CEDE CANAL STRIP. 


Colombian Government Names Condi- 
‘tions Under Which United States May 
Complete Panama Waterway. 


Washington, D. C., April 23.—The Colom- 
bian government will grant the United States 
full authority to finish the Panama Canal cn 
the following terms: 

The United States is granted exclusive 
right to construct, operate, and protect a 
canal, as well as all railroads, telegraph. and 
telephone lines, and auxiliary works within 
the zone. The zone is six miles wide and 
includes the Islands of Flaminco, Naos, and 
Perico in Panama Bay. It is to be under 
the joint judicial control of the United States 
and Colombia. 

Colombia gives unqualified consent to the 
sale and transfer of the Panama Canal com- 
pany’s rights to the United States, and ex- 
empts the latter country from all taxes, im--: 
port duties, etc. She grants to the United 
States a lease of the canal strip in perpetuity. 
For convenience, it is divided into periods of 
100 years, renewable at the option of the 
United States. Colombia asks for a lump 
payment of $7,000,000 after the exchange cf 
ratitications, to be considered as ‘on ac- 


all compensation for the canal rights. At 
the end of that period the annual compensa- 
tion shall be determined by a board of five 


HOUSE TAKES UP OLEO BILL. 


Senate Amendments Are Discussed, but 
Slow Progress Is Made with 
the Measure. 


Washington, D. C., April 23.—The House 
today began consideration of the Sen- 
ate amendments to the oleomargarine 
bill. A special rule for this purpose was 
adopted by a vote of 152 ta79. By theruling 
of the chair the question of further amend- 
ment of the Senate propositions was con- 
fined within narrow limits. Slow progress 
was ‘made. The opponents of the measure, 
who sought to modify the Senate amend- 
ments in vartous particulars, were outvoted 
on every proposition submitted. 

At the opening of the session Mr. Craemer 
of New York rose to a question of privilege 
and had read at the clerk’s desk an article 
in a New York paper charging the New York 
members with being ‘‘ dummies and derelict’ 
in their duty ’’ in connection with the bill 
for a new Postoffice Building in New York 
City. The Speaker ruled that the article 
read did not constitute a question of privi- 
lege, but Mr. Craemer was given five minutes 
in which to make a statement.

SENATORS GUIDE 
INDIANA PARTY 


Beveridge ‘and Fairbanks 
Sound Keynote of ‘Repub- - 
‘Policy in State. 


FIRST DAY A LOVEFEAST.| 


Junior Member of Upper House 
Makes Speech on Progress’ 
of the Party. 


PLATFORM Nov COMPLETE. 


Indianapolis, April 23.—[Special.}]— | 
‘Phe Indiana Republican State convention be- 
gan work here today. 

Senators Beveridge and Fairbanks were 
the principal speakers, and both predicted 
Republican successes in the future. 

Senator Beveridge said the convention, be- 
ing the first of the twentieth century, should 
blaze the way for all Republicans to follow. 

It was currently reported that the junior 
Senator’s carefully prepared speech was an 
official expression of the administration poi- 
icy. This, it proved, was not the fact. Sena- 
tor Beveridge was speaking entirely upon 
his own responsibility, and committed Wash- 
ington to nothing he might say. 

The junior Senator, when asked if he spoke 
for the administration, said that what he 
said of national issues had been in a large 
measure approved in Washington, but could 
not be considered an official expression. 
Senator Fairbanks was’ called upon by the 
convention for a speech, and made a. brief 
address, which was as well as wis 
of his junior colleague. ~ 


Opening Session a Love Feast. 


The opening session resolved itself into 
a Republican love feast of oratory. 

Chairman Goodrich made no pretense at 

a speech, but called immediately for the re- 
port of the Committee on Permanent ‘Organ- 
ization, which was read by John B. Cockrum 
-of ‘Indianapolis. The committee named. Al- 
bert J. Beveridge for permanent chairman 
of the convention; Theodore Hough for sec- 
retary; Will 8. Whittaker, secretary of the 
State committee, for assistant secretary of 
the convention, and Samuel E. Kercheval ter 
sergeant-at-arms. 
Although Senator Beveridge’ s speech was 
of considerable length, not a single delegate 
attempted to leave the hall. His eulogy of 
President McKinley was listened to in the 
midst of.a silence such as would 'seem im- 
possible in so large a concourse, and not so 
much as a single handclap marred the effect 
of the speaker’s words on the great audience 
at its close. 

Senator Beveridge’s declaration that Sen- 
ator Fairbanks will be returned to the United 
States Senate by the General Assembly of 
Indiana at its session next January was re- 
ceived With enthusiasm. . 


Speech of Senator Beveridge.’ 


Senator Beveridge said in opening: ‘“This 
is the first convention of the first campaign 
of the twentieth century. Let our. declara- 
tions be worthy of the hour. The American 
people are. abreast of the times; the Repub- | 
lican party must Keep abreast of the Amieri- 
can people. Party victories, as such, are 
nothing; the progress of the American peo- 
ple. is. everything. Harmony withthe on- 
ward movement of the nation makes a party 

invincible. Opposition to the progress of 
the republic means deserved defeat. And so 
it is that issues are not invented by men. 
Issues are ordained by events.”’ 
_ Step by step he reviewed the dévelopment 
of the. nation and its industries, showing 
how it had grown from isolated individual 
efforts and communities to a vast inter- 
woven scheme of combined and codéperative 
industries under a progressive and tolerant 
government. 

Senator Beveridge said that in 1890 less 
than 750,000 men were receiving $400,000,C00 
a year in wages from railroads, while in 1900 
nearly 1,200,000 men were employed and were 
receiving in wages $580,000.000 a year. The 
railways had not increased yearly in num- 
ber, but the busiess had grown. 


Benéfits of the Steel Trust. 
Concerning the steel trust Senator Bever- 
idge’ said: 
laboring men now than the total number em- 
ployed by all the estab‘ishments which were 
consolidated imto this single company: @he 
steel trust employs today more than 150,000 
laborers and pays them more than $105,000,- 
000 every year in wages, not including offi- 
cers’ salaries. The average wage to each 
laborer is 20 per cent larger than before con- 
solidation, and aggregate wages are over 49 
per cent greater than before.”’ ; 

The growth of trusts and industrial com- 
binations could not and should not 
stopped, Senator Beveridge said, but it 
could and would be regulated. The Sher- 
man anti-trust law and the interstate com- 
merce law were well enough, but the future 
must look to the Department of Commerce, 
which would undoubtedly be the most power- 
ful arm of the government. This new de- 
partment, he said, would find out and make 
known the truth, thereby wiping away many 
wrong and hurtful ideas fostered by a jealous 
opposition. 

Surplus Must Be Sold. 

American industry, Mr. Beveridge said, 
was reaching a point where it would have 
a vast surplus of all kinds of products, and 
if this surplus was not worked off it would 
make trouble. ‘‘ All over the world, there- 
fore, we seek new markets,’’.he said, ‘‘ seek 
to increase existing markets. One market 
for part of our surplus is at our doors; and 
to seize that market the Republican party 
wil! establish reciprocity with our wards in 
Cuba.”’ 

After Cuba Senator Beveridge said Amer- 
ica could look to the Philippines and the 
Orient for trade. The Philippines are at the 
door of China, and there is business amount- 
ing to $2,000,000,000 waiting to be'taken by 
the United States. Theislands, he said, must 
be retained, and the expense was compara- 
tively nothing. Farms had increased $1,220,- 
000,000 in value since the war with Spain, 
manufacturing investments had increased 
over $500,000,000, and workingmen were earn- 
ing $500,000,000 a year more. Then he 
went on: 

** During -the period from March 1, 1897, 
the inauguration of William McKinley, until 
March 1, 1902, a period of just five years, the 
American people sold to the rest of the world 
$6,630,934,462 and bought $3,922,923,566. In 
these five years the baiance of trade in favor 
of the United States reached $2,708,010,906. 
In these five years of Republican rule, in 
spite of war, the favorable balance of trade 
|was more than in the entire history of the 
‘republic before. Yes, 600 per cent more.”’ 


Speech of Senator Fairbanks. 


Senator Fairbanks reviewed the history of 
the Republican party, both national and 
State, and paid high tribute to the memory 
of the late martyred President. 

Senator Fairbanks, in his speech, said: 

‘There is an orator in the United States 
speaking, not with human voice, but pro- 
claiming the virtue of Republican policies 
and Republican administration with more 
eloquence than I or any other Republican 
can command. That orator is speaking upon 
the farms of Indiana and throughout the 
republic,. speaking from the mines, speaking 
from the factories, speaking from all the 
great avenues of human endeavor, all-in 
favor of the virtue of the Republican policies 
and in favor of the continuance of the Re- 
publican administration. 

“Our achievements in. commerce have 
been great and never so great as they are 
today. All of the activities of the American 
people in commerce, In the ways of intelli- 
gence and philanthropy, were never more 
active than they are today. Great as has 
been our commercial achievements, ae much 

splendor as we have earned and won in the 
way of commerce we have given the coun- 
try, and that is why we will continue an up- 
Mfting force throughout tthe unnumbered

The audience last evening was one that left 
but few seats vacant in Music Hall, and the 
enthusiasm with which the work of the play- 
ers was received and the heartiness with 
which recalls were bestowed and encores in- 
sited upon would have justified belief that 
we were at the commencement of the music 
season rather than at its close. The con- 
cert began with Rubinstein’s B major Trio, 
and it may be safd at once that better ena 
semble playing than Messrs. Hofmann, 
Kreisler, and Gerardy offered in this work 
can scarcely be imagined. . Their three in- 
struments in the blending and the balance of 
tonal values left virtually nothing to Be de- 
sired, and yet this rare and delightful result 
was achieved seemingly without any lessen- 
ing of those excellences that distinguish the 
individual-work of the three players. They 
did not sacrifice their artistic individualities, 
but, by unity of purpose and by thought of 
the composition rather than of personal glo- 
rification, they so fitted them one to the other 
that an executive and interpretative medium 
of excepional worth was the product. And, 
heard through this exceptional medium, such 
beauties as Rubinstein’s uneven trio posses- 
ses, knew increase and enhancement of 
charm, and even its barren and dull moments 
were made to take on the semblance of signi- 
The audience received 
the performance with spontaneous and 
abundant enthusiasm, the third movement 
being accorded especially hearty approval. 

The remainder of the program consisted 
of groups of solos for the three players, and. 
served, therefore, to show them in familiar 
but none the less admirable capacities. Mr. 
Gerardy played the Bach Air, the Schubert 
Cradle’Song,’’ and the Popper Papillous 
which he used here earlier in the season with 
success. Mr. Kreisler gave a Bach Prelude 
in ‘masterly fashion, a finely sympathetie 
reading of the Air from the Goldmark Con- 
certo, and a brilliant performance of Wieni- 
awski’s. Airs Russes; and Mr. Hofmann in 
Moszkowski’s Caprice Espagnole, Rubin- 
-stein’s F minor Barcarolle, and Liszt’s Sixth 
Khapsody proved himself again one of the 
elect in. the piano-playing world.

END OF TRACTION STRIKE 


crry RAILWAY cour awry 


and Permission | Given to Organize 
the Employes So Long as This Does 
Not Interfere with Work—Adjust- 
ment Means Much to Labor, as an 
Effort Is Being Made to Misisine 
Motorimen and Conductors. 


The strike of the statiénery firemen in the 
power-houses of the Chicago City railway 
company was settled yesterday, when the 
company capitulated. 

By noon the cross-town cars and the trunk 


lines were running without, interruption, 


forty-one firemen who had left their posi- 
tions having returned to work. 

By the settlement of the strike the com- 
pany practically recognizes the union. The. 
three organizations most interested—the 
stationary firemen, engineers, and electri- 
clans—are given permission to organize the 
plants, provided they do not interfere with 
the employés in their work. ae 

The wages of the firemen were advanced 
to the union scale of $2 for an eight-hour 


each fireman. 
The adjustment of the differences means 
much to the unions, as an effort is being nade 


by the Chicago Federation of Labor to or- 
ganize the conductors and motormen of the 
Surface lines. 


Trouble in the Morning. 


Shortly after the working hour began 
thirteen wagons filled with coal were driven 
up in front of the headquarters of the com- 
pany at Twenty-second and State streets 
and teamsters declined to deliver one ounce 
of the fuel. Then an announcement came 
from the engineers that unless matters were 
adjusted promptly they would join the fire- 
men in the strike. 

While the trunk lines were tanning as usual 
the officers of the company began to fear a 
general tie-up. The directors of the com- 
pany were summoned and at 10 o’clock they 
went into conference with officials of the 
unions interested. 


Unions Make One Demand. 

The sole demand of the unions was the re- 
| instatement of the discharged men. General 
Manager McCulloch insisted that two at 
least—Daniel Gorman and William Fisher— 
should not go back, as they had been dis- 
charged for reasons other than that they 
belonged to the union. Mr. Harder of Harder 
, & Hafer, who'have the coal contract, volun- 


McCulloch said he was willing all the others 
should return. 

Having settled the trouble President Young 
of the teamsters left the offices of the com- 
pany and signaled to the teamsters that 
they could unload their coal. Presently 
everything was moving along as if no dif- 
ferences had arisen.

Pennsylvania Road Con: Continues Its Test 
of High-Speed Brake Prepara- 
tory to It. 


The test of the hhist-epeed brake of the 
Pennsylvania railroad preparatory to its 
general introduction in that road/s passenger 
train service has been in progress for three 
weeks, and will be continued until the endof 
this month before complete data will be se- 
cured. The test is being made daily under all 
conditions on a train made up of a varying 
number of passenger coaches and Pullman 
cars, and at varying speeds. The highest rate 
of speed so far obtained in these tests was 
eighty-six miles an hour, with eight cars. 

Complete records are kept, including the 
number of cars in the train, weight of train, 
distance covered, speed obtained, times in 
which the train is stopped ata certain speed, 
distance in which the train is stopped, to- 
gether with notes and descriptidns of any 
incident or condition that may arise. 


Railway Association Meets. 


The American Railway association, which 
convened in New York yesterday, is one of 
the strongest railroad organizations in the 
country, and is composed of Presidents, 
General Managers, and other high railroad 
Officials. A. W. Sullivan, Assistant Vice 
President of the Illinois Central at Chicago, 
is President of the association and W. F. 
Allen of New York is secretary. 

Among the many important subjects to be 
considered is the per diem charge for the 
use of cars in service on foreign lines. This 
reform has been discussed by ratlway offi- 
cers for many years, and the indications 
are that favorable action wil! be taken dur- 
ing this session.

cent, Lehigh Valley stock being half shares. 

This announcement of the ownership by a 
Vanderbilt railroad of a stock interest in an 
anthracite coal carrying property was the 
first intimation which the public has had 
of a development of the plans of the Vander- 
bilt management in that direction. It is 
also a remarkable example of the ‘ com- 
munity of interest principle in railWay con- 
trol, for) a majority of Lehigh Valley rail- 
way shares are now held by the other anthra- 
cite carrying companies with the Lake 
Shore holdings now made public. 

This purchase of Lehigh Valley shares 
and its tranefer to the Lake Shore treasury 
seems to be a sign that the Vanderbilts are: 
ready to develop a plan for holding control 
of the anthracite coal trade. The purchase 
of the stock, of course, must have been made 
by agreement with the other important in- 
terests in the coal trade. In fact, it was 
said today that the stock was taken over 
as an allotment by the Vanderbilt repre- 
sentatives when the shares held by J. P. 
Morgan were distributed, about a year ago, 
to the other hard coal interests.
